DEAR  DEER  CHINESE  BANKNOTES 

Back  in  119  B.C.,  an  extravagant 
Chinese  monarch,  Ou-Ti,  who  couldn't 
seem  to  hang  on  to  an  honest  or  dis- 
honest dollar  for  long,  dug  deep  into 
his  crafty  mind  for  ideas  on  how  to 
raise  extra  cash,  and  came  up  with 
what  is  now  recorded  as  the  world's 
first  banknote  - crude  though  it  was . 

The  Chinese  emperor  ordered  his 
wily  prime  minister  to  use  a novel 
method  in  raising  ample  specie  for  his 
near-empty  money  chests.  It  was  cus- 
tomary in  those  days  when  courtiers, 
male  or  female,  entered  the  majestic 
presence  of  their  lord,  to  cover  their

deerskins,  the  official  covering  pieces, 
were  offered  to  the  court  nobles  at  a 
very  high  price,  and  to  refuse  purchase 
meant  quick  and  painful  death.  In 
secret  these  banknotes  were  bought, 
sold,  and  loaned  at  an  exorbitant  rental 
price . 

Though  these  were  the  earliest  bank- 
notes on  record,  the  true  ones  are  said 
to  have  come  into  being  about  800  A.D. 
in  the  reign  of  Hiantsoung,  of  the 
dynasty  of  Thang,  and  were  called 
"feytsien"  or  flying  money. 

It  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  the 
temptation  to  over -is  sue  led  to  the 
same  results  in  China  as  in  the  West. 
The  value  of  the  notes  dropped  so  quick 
ly  that  after  only  a few  months  of  issue 
it  took  some  1 1 , 000  Min  ( at  one  time 
the  equivalent  of  $15, 000  ) to  buy  a 
rice  cake. 

A notable  thing  about  these  Chinese 
banknotes  of  this  and  later  periods,  is 
that  they  differed  greatly  from  those  of 
Western  lands  in  that  they  were  not 
payable  on  sight  but  only  at  certain  spe- 
cified times.  Neither  were  they  ex- 
changeable. 

There  is  a big  gap  in  the  history  of 
banknote  issuance  in  China  as  the 
Jesuit  father,  Gabriel  de  Magaillans, 
who  resided  at  Pekin  (1668),  stated 
that  there  was  no  recollection  among 
the  learned  Chinese  scholars  of  paper 
money  having  ever  existed  In  the 
manner  described  by  Marco  Polo  about 
Kublal  Khan  (1275-1284).

SESTERTII  OF  HADRIAN 

Among  the  coins  of  Hadrian  there  is 
a sestertius  that  may  well  be  regarded 
as  a milepost  in  Jewish  history. 

When  Hadrian  learned  that  the  Jews 
of  Palestine  had  revolted  again,  he  set 
out  for  Jerusalem:  that  sestertius  had 
his  galleymen  rowing  fast.  He  had 
this  sestertius  struck  at  that  time. 

His  laureate  head  is  on  the  obverse . 

The  reason  it  is  such  an  important 
coin  is  that  it  represents  the  beginning 
of  that  momentous  event  --  the  Second 
Revolt  - - the  beginning  of  the  fulfillment 
of  that  prophecy  that  the  Jews  would  be 
scattered  "from  one  end  of  the  earth 
even  unto  the  other."  (Deu.  28:64) 

Hadrian  was  made  emperor  of  Rome 
in  117  A.D.  As  an  adopted  son,  he  in- 
herited the  throne  of  Trajan,  first 
cousin  of  his  father,  and  he  ruled  for 
twenty-one  years,  or  until  138  A.D. 
Under  his  rule  the  tribute  tax,  abolishec 
by  Nerva,  was  renewed. 

Historians  call  him  one  of  the  great- 
est rulers  that  ever  sat  upon  the  throne 
of  Rome,  and  claim  that  he  was  not 
severe  with  Christians,  and  that  he 
forbid  their  execution.  But  some  of 
those  historians  think  the  chief  cause 
of  the  Second  Revolt  was  his  planting 
a Roman  colony  on  the  ruins  of 
Jerusalem  before  the  Jews  had  time 
for  much  recovery  from  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  Holy  City  by  Titus  in 
70  A.  D. 

Whatever  the  chief  disturbance, 
whether  justly  laid  to  Hadrian  or  to 
the  Jews,  we  do  know  that  in  those 
ruins  after  Titus,  the  Jewish  mind  was 
in  condition  for  uprising,  and  under 
that  Roman  authority  they  rebelled, 

131  A.  D. 

Another  sestertius  of  Hadrian  has 
on  its  obverse  a portrait  of  him,  and 
on  its  reverse  is  Poseidon  (Neptune) 
with  his  trident. 

Because  the  large  bronzes  through 
the  reigns  of  these  early  A.  D. 
centuries  are  sometimes  found  with  a 
wonderful  coating  of  green  patina,  we 
would  put  in  a word  of  warning  here 
for  the  beginner:  Never  make  the  mis- 
take of  cleaning  a copper  coin  that  has 
a coat  of  patina.  That  patina  adds 
beauty  and  value  to  your  coin. 

Webster's  "New  International 
Dictionary,  " second  edition,  says  of 
patina:  "A  natural  patina  of  fine  color 
has  a distinct  artistic  value."
